Recoveries, the ſaid Earl Philip died without Ifſue- Male of his Body, having only one ' Daughter, the Lady 
Lariote Herbert, now Wife ro the Lord Fefferye; after whoſe Death the now Earl of Pembroke being in- 
$>:11cd that there were ſeveral groſs Errors 1n the ſaid Fine and Recoveries, did bring ſeveral Writs of Error 
» re/crſe them, but could procure no Return to be made on the ſaid Writs of Error, till atter the late Lord 
hancellor TJefferye had concluded the ſaid Marriage of his Son ; and two Perſons were ſent down by the ſaid

::har Commiſſion, impowering thice or two of them to take the Earl's, naming his Attorney toappear for 
"Bia, as Vouchce 1n the ſail Recovery, which was executed by Herbert Salladin, and Francis Negus ; where- 
us, Ferbert Salladia was no Commiſſioner named in that Commiſſion, and fo was executed but by one of the 
om millioncrs therein names, and therefore void. To ſupply which groſs Error, the Judg of the Grand Seſſhi- 
>. Ywoered a new Dedims tc be made, and put Herbert Salladis's Name into it, on prerence that the former 
e:.:mms Was loſt; and that Herbert Selladin was therein named one of the Commiſſioners for taking the ſaid 
'Wairant of Attorney ; which Pretence none of the Lord Jeferye's Witneſſes, being examined at the Lords 
Bar, could make out or prove that Herbert Sa/ladiz's Name was ever in ſuch Commiſſion. 
Ant the now Earl infifts on it, that his Name was not in any ſuch Commiſſion tor theſe Reaſons :

Thirdly ; That when the now Earl ſent tor Copies of the Records and Proceedings, in order to bring his 
Writs ot Error, Mir. H«zhes, the Officer who kept the Records in the Grand Seſſions, did in examining the 
Copics of the Records, aiter they were writ, refuſe the now Earl's Agent to peruſe the Dedimeas, and did 
read to him the Deaimzs tor taking the Fine, inſtead of the Ded/mmus for taking che Watrant of Attorney for 
the Recovery. oo 2 Oy 

That the Deputy Prethonory, who had the Cuſtody of the ſaid Records being then Agent for the Lady 
Pembroke, did in the Year 1688, before the ſ2id Amendments were made, offer one Anthony Phillpott one 
hundred Guinea's, if he would acknowledg he had ſeen the ſaid Dedimms for taking the ſaid Warrant of At- 


tornev, and that tne Name Herbert Salladia vas therein written as a Commiſſioner. 


Al! which the now Earl thinks are plain Proofs that Herbert Salladin was never therein named 
| a Commiſſioner; and that the Commiſſion is purpoſely imbezzl'd and conceal'd, that the 
Truth might not appear; that there might be a Pretence for making a new one under Co- 

lour that the former Commiſſion was right and caſually loſt. 


', ln the ingroſſed Bill there is a Proviſo to make the ſaid Mannors and Lands, in caſe the ſaid Fine and Re- 
<overics ſhould be revers'd, liable to ſuch Debts of the ſaid Earl Phillip, as the ſaid Mannors and Lands 
y would have been ſubject unto, if the ſaid Fine and Recoveries had ſtood good, and not been revers'd. And 
allo that in caſe the other Mannors and Lands deſcended and come to the Lady Charlotte, Wife of the now 
Lord Fefferyes, ſhould not be of the Value of 10000 /. to be ſold, being her Mother's Portion, to make thoſe 
Mannors and Lands, of which the ſaid Fine and Recoveries were levied and ſuffered, liable to the railing of 
| ſuch Part of the 10000 /. as the ſaid other Mannors and Lands ſhall not amount unto. 
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
